Stevens Point Journal:—A study of 


the bill introduced iu the legislature 
by the special committee appointed to 
draft a measure providing for the 
collection of an income tax in Wis- 
consin discloses tho fact that the ad- 
ministration 
measure 
as 
offered 


abolishes 
the 
office 
of supervisor 


of assessments, held by T. 
.T. Pitt in 


this county. 
The now income law, 


however, creates a now office, but it 
will not be under tho control of the 
county 
board. 
The hill provides 


that the state tax commission shall 
appoint an assessor of 
incomes in 


each county for a term of five years 
and it is probable tho first appoint- 
ment would be of men who are ousted 
from oQice by the now law. Such 
assessors shall be eiti/.eiiH of tins state, 
but need not 
bo residents of tho 


county in which thoy are appointed. 
The tax commission, besides having 
die appointive power, is also vestal 
with authority to remove any assessor 
of incomes. 


Authority is given for the state tax 


commission to instruct any assessor 
of incomes to appoint such deputies as 
may be required for tho proper per- 
formances of the duties. The salaries 
of tho assessor of incomes and his 
deputies shall be fixed by tho state 
commission, but shall not exceed in 
amount ten cents for every $1,000 of 
the valuation 
of 
property of the 


county. 


The only duty delegated to the 


county in connection with the con- 
duct of tho office is to furnish tho 
assessor of incomes an o'Qce »nd all 
printing, stationery and postage.

day under the supervision of Repre- 
sentative McCall, who was in charge 
of It in the house. 


In the final vote on the passage of 


the bill 79 Republicans and 142 Demo- 
crats voted for it, and 87 Republicans 
and five Democrats voted against It. 
The Republicans were nearly evenly 
divided, while the Democrats repre- 
sented almost an unbroken front. The 
Democrats got out 147 of their total 
members to vote on the bill, while the 
Republicans had 
only 
166 of their 


membership present. The five Demo- 
crats voting against the bill were: 
Broussard, Estopinal and Pujo, Louisi- 
ana;

mond, Minnesota.

Thames Embankment Site. 


Wellington once declared that the 


moat exciting moment of his Ufe"waa 
not in any of nls great battles, but 
tbat in which he had to forbid "William 
IV. to attend a public banquet In the 
city during a time of great national 
excitement. 
Of the millions of people 


•who every year see the English houses 
of parliament how many imagine that 
their position was determined by stra- 
tegic considerations? No one nowadays 
can think of the palace of "Westmin- 
ster in any other position than that 
which it occupies. But when the old 
houses were burned down and the task 
of rebuilding faced there was a propo- 
sition to establish them on or near the 
site of St. James' palace. Wellington 
resolutely .put down.his fo'ot on. the 
proposal. 


The site suggested, its advocates 


pointed out, would, be better as regards 
centrallty and convenience than any 
other. But to the argument of ' the 
duke there could then be no .answer.. 


With a vast and growing population, 


such as yours In London," he said,, 
"you-must never make -It possible that 
you can be surrounded. 
You. must 


bnlld your houses of parliament upon 
the river, so. thaC the means of ingress 
and egress -ire sJif e arid that the popu- 
lace cannot exact their demands by 
sitting down around .you."

SECRECY IN KRUPP'S. 


Employees Bound by Oath and Noth- 


ing Left to Chance. 


One of tbe first steps that a new 


employee at Krupp's (tbe famotis gun 
and armor factory of Germany) lias to 
take is to bind himself to absolute 
secrecy as to -what he sees or hears In 
tlie firm. But, this oath notwithstand/ 
ing, nothing is left to chance, for ev- 
ery precaution is taken to pi-event the 
employee 
from 
knowing 
anything 


more than is required for Ms own im- 
mediate '-work. In the offices all cor- 
respondence passes in locked cases. 
One official forwarding such a case 
to another writes the name of the ad- 
dressee on a slip of paper, which Is 
inserted under a glass frame ingen- 
iously mounted in the case. Only on 
opening'the case with Its special key. 
can the address be removed, and it is 
therefore impossible for papers of im- 
portance to fall into wrong hands. 
In the drawing offices every scrap,, of 
paper is locked at night into fireproof 
and burglar proof safes, fitted with 
time locks. 
The employees have to 


change their clothes before entering 
and after leaving the office, and they 
take their meals in the works in the 
dining hall. In cases where the se- 
crets of the firm are inevitably shared 
by employees Krupp's pays salaries 
such as would make any attempt at 
bribery ineffective. This reference is 
more particularly to the men in charge 
of the armor plate and steel manu- 
facturing 
process.—Army and Navy

FIRST TYPEWRITER. 


It Was a Clumsy Machine and Prac- 


tically Useless. 


Most4 persons will be surprised to 


learn that tbe typewriting machine Is 
not, as they imuyriue, a distinctly mod- 
ern invention. 
.So lou;; ago as 171-1 a 


patent was taken out in Ku^laud by 
Henry -Mil! for "a machine for im- 
pressing letters singly and progressive- 
ly as in writing, whereby all writings 
may be engrossed iu paper so exact as 
not" to be distinguished from print." 


His machine was, however, a clumsy 


one and imicUcally useless. 
It was 


•not until m-er a century later (1S29) 
that anything in-oro in this line was 
attempted. 
Then the first American 


typewriter, culled a "typographer," was 
patented by W. A. Burt. 


Iu 3S-.'5 a machine was produced in 


France having a separate key lever 
ror each letter, nud between the years 
1S-10 and 1SW Sir Charles Whetstone 
invented several machines which ure 
now preserved iu the South Kenslne- 
ton museum, London. 


In 1S73 C. L. Sholes, an American, 


after five or six years' work, succeed- 
ed in producing a machine sufficiently 
perfect to warrant extensive manu- 
facture. 
He interested a firm of gun 


manufacturers in it, and in 1874 the 
first model of the modern typewriter 
•was put upon the market—Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune.

Tho 
Ui-uLsclio Orlout-Gescllscliaft gives an 


Jntorostlug account of tho past year's excava- 
tion work hi three different parts of Babylon.

In the town quarter known as Kusr were 


laid bare several humlrod meters) of a wall 
sxbout 35 foot thick, broken by numerous door 
openings which were originally flunked 
by 


towers. 
Tho mout interesting find here was a 


icollln of burned clay, on the lid of which was 
n relief of a boarded head. 


• 
Near the north 
wall of tlie 
quarter known 


«s Sac.hn was discovered n system of drains. 
built of brick, laid In asphalt. Here were also 
found several fragments of tablets with cuai- 
forra Inscriptions from the riaie of Xebtichad- 
iiezzar. 
This discovery enabled the excava- 


tors to connileto fragmentary tablets discover- 
:ed some time before. 
' 
The legend proved to refer to the build Ing 


'of the zfgurrat. the temple tower of Babylon. 
iTho beginning reads as follows: 
"Nebuchad- 


mezzar, king of Babylon, roverer of the great 


gods, estabiUher of Esagiia and liztda, son of 
Nabopolassar, of the king of Babylon, am L 
Whou Marduk, the great lord, elevated my 
head I abased myself reverently before Mar- 
duk, the god who created me." 


After this Nebuchadnozxar goes on to boast 


that he made the temple "brilliant as the day 
with bitumen and blue glittering bricks" and 
tliat for the same end he has had mighty ce- 
dars prepared. 
The 
Inscription ends 
with 


Nebuchadnezzar's prayer that Marduk 
will 


reward 
his 
pious 
deeds 
by granting him 


"eternal days." 


Work was also carried on at the town wall 


built by Nabonld. the last king of Babylon, 
who reigned 555-53S B. C. 
About 400 meters 


of this wall were uncovered. 
The wall 13 


about 25 feet thick and has a tower every 60 
feet. 


The main gate lies In the line of the great 


Dahylonian procession street. 
The pavement 


of the processional street at this point is 


perfectly preserved. 
It Is constructed of two 


or th'ree layers of bricks set in asphalt and 
covered with a thick coating of asphalt. 


King Nabonid, it is proved, built bis fortifi- 


cations out ot the ruins ot works constructed 
by his' predecessors, as the excavators found 
brick with a four lined Inscription of Heri- 
glissar, in which this ruler, whose inscriptions 
have'hitherto been missing, describes himself 
as "the accomplisher of good deeds." 


The excavations made in Assur by Dr. W. 


Andrae in the season April to October yielded 
btill more important results. 
The complete 


ground plan of the Temple ol Assur was laid 
bare -and the history of the great

they were In a quandary where to obtain mate- 
rial that would match the original, for. of course, 
[ho will was written on very distinctive paper, 
and to patch it with ordinary paper of present- 
day manufacture would have resulted In only 
partially concealing the wounds made by time 


aUlThere °was' a long search for paper that 
could be used with confidence that no person 
examining the restored document without tie 
aid ot a magnifying glass could tell where the 
original left off and a patch began. 
Finally the 


officials discovered in a second-hand bookstore 
in Washington a number of sheets of the writ- 
ing paper which General Washington had manu- 
factured especially for his personal use and 
this pepe-r was used wherever new tissue bad to 
-be grafted ou the original document, with tlio 
result that the appearance of the' original has 
been simulated .so as to defy detection. 
Bach 


sheet of the will has been so backed or mounted 
upon "crepeline" that it. will stand any reason 
ab'e amount of handling and the ink of the will 
has been "set" so that there is little danger of 
further fading. 


However, for all that tlie precious document 


has been put in condition to stand another cen- 
tury of strenuous existence if need be, it is 
not" 
likely that it will ever again be called upon 


lo suffer such neglect or abuse as in the past. 
The county officials who are the custodians of 
the will appear to bo aroused to tlie necessity 
of giving it more Intelligent care than it en- 
joyed in years gone by. To that end the pages 
of the will have been bound In the form of a 
book with handsome red levant cover and a. 
special fireproof, burglar-proof steel safe, made 
specially for the purpose under the supervision 
of the government officials will henceforth bo 
the repository of this relic. 


The attention which this restoration of tho 


will is receiving ia expected to result In the vis- 
its in future of considerable numbers of touristn 
and sightseers to Fairfax Courthouse, the Vir- 
ginia-hamlet where the will has Its home — thfl 
more so since this historic spot can now bo 
reached by trolley from the national 
capital. 


The county seat of the county, where Washing- 
ton lived and died has many picturesque land- 
marks not the least interesting ot which is thft 
old courthouse in which Washington's will wan 
probated and which presents today the samra 
appearance that it did on that historic day moro 
than a century ago. The will is not kept In tho 
courthouse but in the office of the clerk of the 
court, which occupies a- separate building. Tho 
work of restoring the Washington will, had it 
been entrusted to any manuscript surgeon out- 
side the government 
service — and there aro 


only a few such in the country — would havo 
cost $200 to $300 at least and it ia probable that 


. several times the latter sum might have been 
demanded for the service for which the gov- 
ernment made no charge.

conclusion, he stated that we should 
not go buck of our instincts, but let 
them stand as reason in themselves.

Trip Well Spent. 


Hot-ton.—A trip lo Hawaii for the 


express purpose of studying the post- 
as'.1 stamps of the island, with the 
conseciuctK purchase of two of 
the 


rarest stamps of that sort in exist- 
ence has Jusr been completed by VVar- 
ron H. Colson of Boston, who, with 
Hie true collector's enthusiasm, con- 
siders the trip well spent 
by 
the 


single acquisition of the two hits of 
crudely printed blue paper that sold 
half a century ago for five cents each 
and that are now valued at $1,200 
apiece. 


That stamp collecting Is to receive 


a great impetus In popularity among 
grown men once more is the belief j 
of Mr. Colson, who points out the fact | 
that King George V. is 
a 
devoted j 


philatelist and gave up his position 
as president of the Royal Philatelic 
Society of London only when his ac- 
cession to the throne made this pro- 
cedure necessary. 


Mr. Colson has'himself become one 


of the best-Iijiown collectors and con- 
noisseurs in the world of philatelists, 
a ud so he is averse to the Impression 
that his trip to Hawaii for study in 
his chosen field should be confused 
by •nonphilatellsts witb the stamp col- 
lecting that every schoolboy indulges 
in at one time or another. 


For example, he lias gathered mate- 


rial durlug his four months' journey 
for a monograph on Hawaiian stamps 
from the time of the earliest mission- 
aries through the provisional govern- 
ment to the present day. 
As for the 


two rare stamps he acquired, they are • 
known among philatelists 
as "the 


Hawaii five-cent blue, 1851-52," ot the 
missionary Issue. They were printed 
by Henry M. Whitney, the first post- 
master at Honolulu, and the son of 
Samuel Whitney, one of the early mis- 
sionaries sent out by the board 
of 


American missions in 1819. 


To the average p,erson these stamps 


look like ordinarily poor examples of 
printing, though their association with 


the early days of irregular mails by 
the first missionary families and oc- 
casional whalers give added interest. 
Still, to the philatelist 
their 
very 


crudity in printing and spacing makes 
them more precious. 
Each one of the 


11rst sets has been Identified and its 
minute differences from its fellows 
ticketed as in the case of early books 
and prints. If the difference between 
the original five-cent value 'of this 
stamp and the present-day valuation 
of ?1,200 seems startling to the non- 
philalelist, there is another sort of 
Hawaiian stamp that presents 
an 


even greater rise. 


This etamp, which was seen by Mr. 


Colson in studying the exhibits at 
the Bishop museum in Hawaii, is of 
only a two-cent denomination, but it 
brings today about $5,000.

What is the tuberculin test? 
If a 


tuberculosis cow has a small quantity 
of tuberculin introduced beneath the 
skin, a temporary fever will result, 
which can be detected by taking the 
temperature of the animal; a healthy 
animal shows no such fever. 


Does the use of tuberculin injure 


animals? Tuberculin has no ill effect 
whatever on healthy animals, and no 
harmful effect on tuberculosis animals 
It does not, in the amounts used in 
testing, 
have any 
effect 
on the 


progress of the disease in the animal, 
nor can it in any way produce the 
disease. "With many of our oest herds 
it has been used rognlarly from 10 
to 15 years with absolutely no in- 
jurious effects.

the teat causes abortion or other ail- 
ments are without foundation.
